route today to Chungking and 
lier haps from there to Manila 
for the personal satisfaction of 
facing surrender envoys of the 
Japanese. 
W ainwright, (ll-year-old lead­ 
er of the epic American and 
t ill (lino resistance at Corregidor 
after the faJI of the Philippines, 
was a captive for three years 
and three months. 
lie was found iii a prisoner 
of war camp at Hsian, KHI miles 
northwest of Mukden In M an­ 
churia, by one of a number of 
six-man “hum anitarian’' teams 
who parachuted Into the areas 
of several prisoner of war ramps 
in the China theater August 16. 
Officer Is Well 
Lt Gen. Albert C Wedemeyer, U. 
8 commander in China, who an­ 
nounced these developments, said 
Wainwright was well. If he arrives 
in Chungking in lime Ive may be 
able to get to Manila 
In whose bay 
the fortress island of Corregidor 
now flies Ute American flag—where 
Japanese emissaries now are nego­ 
tiating a 
formal 
Mirrender 
with 
aides of Gen. MacArthur. 
(In Manila an unconfirmed re­ 
port said Wainwright may attend 
with MacArthur the formal sur­ 
render ceremony in Japan ) 
For the other prisoners of war who 
were liberated by these teams ships 
are being rushed to various ports so 
that they may be evacuated with 
dispatch, and In some cases planes 
are being sent for litter patients. 
W edemeyer said there would 
be no dincrimination in succor­ 
ing Allied prisoners of war and 
civilian internees, regardless of 
nationality. Ile said the prison- 
ers of war and civilian internees 
in China included 3,600 at Muk­ 
den, 9,000 at Shanghai, 2,600 at 
Hainan Lsland, 6,000 at llo n f 
Kong 2,700 at Peiping, 1,000 in 
Korea, 2,500 in f ormosa, 5.600 
iii lu d o -China, and some 30,000 
in Die Japanese home islands.

It was expected that Lt. Gen. Takashiro Kawahe 
and other emissaries would report immediately to 
high government and military officials and perhaps 
to the emperor himself. 
.MacArthur To Sign Document 
"We will do the best possible to make sure that 
arrangements are completed on time,” the emissaries i 
before leaving .Manila. 
It was understood that the formal surrender will be 
signed by General MacArthur in or near Tokyo, 
'['hereafter, a statement issued by the supreme com­ 
mander said he will direct the Nipponese imperial head­ 
quarters to issue instructions for the unconditional -ur- 
iender of all Japanese commanders abroad to surrender their 
forces to the appropriate theater commanders. 
It was understood that all plans were definitely made 
during whirlwind conferences bete last night and this morn­ 
ing and that no further exchange of radio instructions would4 
la* necessary. 
M anils sessions definitely cleared the air. MacArthur 
aides said. and made a successful occupation of Japan more 
promising. 
None can say, however, whether “disorders” reported 
today by Tokyo radio will end before Allied forces arrive. 
Occupation f orces Well Coordinated 
The land, sea and air occupation of Japan presumably 
will be conducted as a simultaneous and well-coordinated 
action. The original occupation force- were expected to be 
largely American, backed by American Air Forces and Ad­ 
miral Halsey’s mighty Third Fleet still lying off Japan. 
A h e a d q u a rter s spokesman s a id that for the present 
a “technical state of truce" e x i s t s . N o formal surrender will 


bt* signed before the American entry. 
Hirohito’s Hi surrender emissaries to Manila returned 
to Tokyo by air loaded down with 24 or 25 pages of detailed 
documents on what should be done to prepare for the oc­ 
cupation. 
During the entire session General MacArthur was coldly 
aloof and never once met the Japanese, 
At the end of today’s session Lt. Gen. Richard E, Suther­ 
land, Mac A rthur’s chief of staff, and the remainder of the 
American delegation arose. Then the Japanese stood up. 
“ I appreciate your cooperation and wish you a safe 
journey home,” Sutherland said.
